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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are inconsistent with what 
the prior art is truly teaching. Applicant states that the prior art teaches the sentences are retrieved based on selected noun phrases only 
and not an entity information, i.e., how the receiving user should view the sentence. The prior art specifically teaches the language that the 
receiving user wishes to view information, i.e. this is considered the "entity information" such as translating the sentence to French, 
Japanese etc. The prior art has a further and more advance step than the Applicant's invention that selects multiple possibilities from a 
phrase database where as the Applicant's invention merely has one pre-translated phrase. Furthermore, other references utilized in the 103 
rejection also teach "entity information" which is merely a tag of a type telling a computer what language a user wishes the message be 
translated into. The prior art still reads on the claims as stated. The Applicant is invited to have an interview to discuss the miss 
interpretations of the prior art if they feel it is necessary. . 
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
